In  the 
middle  o    the  e^hteenth  century  the  Spaniai-ds  again  came  north, 
and  this  time  reached  the  Alaskan  coast.    They  were  soon  followed 
by  the  great  Captain  Cook,  who  is  also  noted  for  having  three 
tmies  »..bd  aro,md  the  world,  and  for  having  discovered  the 
continent  of  Australia.    He  first  landed  at  Nootka.  on  the  west 
coast  of  Vancouver  Island,  near  where  the  Spaniards  had  previously 
been,  and  went  as  far  north  as  Mt.  St.  Elias,  in  Alaska.     Then 
cama  a  number  of  British  vessels  to  engage  in  the  fur  trade,  buying 
sea  otter  ar,d  seal  skins  from  the  Indians  to  sell  in  China.

western  fur  trade.     Simon  Fraser,  who«.  n«neu7"nt  2e 
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Frawr,  in  1808  foUowed  the  coune  of  that  turbulent  rirer  in  a 
canoe  to  the  mouth,  and  returned  by  the  same  route.  ThU  was 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  exploite  of  those  early  days.  There 
were,  of  course,  many  others  of  these  early  fur  traders  who  assisted 
in  planting  the  long  line  of  forto  from  the  extreme  north  down  into 
Washington  and  Oregon.  The  efforU  of  the  Astor  Fur  Trading 
Company  to  establish  itself  in  the  West,  owing  to  the  War  of  1812 
and  other  causes,  were  a  failure,  and  Astoria  soon  passed  into  the 
hand,  of  the  North-West  Company.  To  those  brave,  hardy  and 
enterprising  pioneers  the  present  generation  owes  a  debt  of  grati- 
tude for  making  possible  the  civiliiation  we  now  eiijoy.  They  have 
been  called  the  kings  of  the  forest  aad  plain,  and  so  far  as  their 
deeds  were  noble,  their  rule  over  the  natives  just,  and  their  lives 
useful,  they  are  indeed  worthy  of  royal  recognition.  They  were  a 
race  of  great  men.  Usually  of  giant  strength,  untiring  energy  and 
fearless  m  the  extreme,  they  risked  aU  dangers  and  overcame  aU 
obstacles. 

About  1824  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  after  its  union  with 
the  North-West  Fur  Company  in  1821,  established  headquarters 
Uu  the  Pacific  Coast  at  Fort  Vancouver,  on  the  Columbia.  Dr.  Mc- 
laughlin, often  referred  to  in  the  United  States  as  the  "  Father  of 
Oregon,"  was  placed  in  charge  as  Chief  Factor,  and  then  poste  and 
forts  were  extended  all  along  and  near  the  coast  northward,  as  far 
as  Fort  Simpson.  Among  these  were  included,  in  order  of  erection 
Langley.Williamette,  Simpson,  McLaughlin,  NisquaUy,  Essington 
Rupert,  OowUti,  Victoria,  Hope,  Yale,  and  Nanaimo,  the  last 
named  being  built  in  J.852.  There  were  over  sixty  of  these  west  of 
the  Rocky  Mountaina 

In  Alaska  the  fur  trade  was  for  many  years  in  the  hands  of  the 
Russuin  American  Fur  Company,  of  which  the  present  Alaska 
tfemmerdal  Company  is  a  successor.  It  obtained  its  charter  in 
1799  From  this  company  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  leased  the 
Alaskan  Territory  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  from  1839  ^o  1849  and 
thus  had  for  a  period  the  absolute  control  of  all  the  furs  and  trade 
of  the  North-West,  and  occupied  a  territory  Urger  than  aU  the  rest 
of  North  America  put  together.

Little  or  no  ohuge  oecuind  in  ^  fortunM 
rf  the  colony  nnUl  the  new.  of  the  diieorery  of  gold  on  the 
ThomiMon  ud  Frmr  Biven  brought  a  nuh  of  miners  in  1888, 
which  (uddenly  changed  Victoria  from  an  ordinary  Hudson'*  Bay 
Company  post  with  few  inhabitanta  to  a  "dty  of  twute."  During 
this  early  period,  coal  had  been  diM»*«red  at  Fort  Rupwt,  and 
coal  mming  started  by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company.  But  as  the 
quantity  was  not  as  great  as  expected,  the  machinvry  was  moved 
to  Fort  Nanaimo,  where  coal  in  krger  deposiU  wse  located, 
^'arming,  too,  for  a  nnmber  of  years,  was  carried  on  on  a  limited 
^Jale  by  the  Hnd«)n's  Bay  Company,  and  wheat,  vegetables,  sheep, 
etc,  were  shipped  to  ALiska,  Russia  imd  the  Sandwich  Islands. 

With  the  inrush  of  popuUtion  in  1868  the  dominion  of  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company  on  Vancouver  Island  came  to  an  end 
The  MainUnd  of  British  CohimbU  and  the  IsUmd  of  Vancouver 
were  i..rmed  into  sepa^ie  Crown  Colonies,  with  Sir  James  Douglas 
as  joint  Governor.  New  Westminster,  on  the  F«»er,  became  the 
capital  of  British  Columbia,  and  Victoria  the  capital  of  Vancouver 
IsUnd.  Among  the  officials  sent  out  from  England  to  the  new 
colonies  were  Sir  Matthew  BailUe  Begfoie,  for  many  yean  Chief 
Justice,  and  Lieut.  OoL  Moody,  Commander  of  the  Royri  Engi- 
neers,  who  with  a  corps  of  sappers  and  miners,  were  settled  at  Hew 
Westminster  to  open  up  roads.    A  :aint  was  also  opened. 

In  tiie  first  rush  to  the  Fiaser  River  there  came,  principally 
through  Victoria,  about  twenty  thousand  penons,  but  of  these  the 
great  majority  either  did  not  reach  the  diggings  at  aU  or  went 
away  disappointed.  Some  of  the  more  adventurous,  however 
pushed  up  through  the  canyons,  and  in  1859,  1860  and  1861  disoov' 
ered  very  rich  diggings  in  Cariboo.  This  occasioned  a  Second  big 
rush.  For  a  few  years  business  was  veiy  sctive.  Millions  of 
dollars  worth  of  gold  was  taken  from  the  creeks  of  that  district, 
roads  were  buUt  and  other  public  improvements  made.  Gold,  too, 
was  found  in  the  Similkameen  River  and  Rock  Oteek  in  Tale,  in 
the  Big  Bend  Country,  and  WUd  Horse  Creek.  Kootenay,  causing 
a  series  of  minor  excitements.  As  the  gold  was  found  in  the  beds 
of  nvers  or  creeks,  or  what  is  known  as  "placers,"  it  was  soon 
exhausted,  and  the  excitements  died  out  one  after  the  other.
